$T. PETER’S AND THE VATICAN. 

There was a church on this spot for over 1 ,200 years before the erection of the present build.ng. St. Peter's 
covers an area of nearly five acres. The height to top of cross is 448 feet, and the church easily holds 
50,000 people. Michael Angelo was the architect, and the cost of the building exceeded $50,000,000. 
The foundation-stone was laid in 1 506, and the church dedicated by Urban VIII in 1626. The great pal- 
ace of the Vatican can be seen on the right.

This is the longest room in the world — over & fifth of & mile. There are many price' 
less volumes and manuscripts in this wonderful library, including some of the most ancient 
biblical manuscripts in existence.

The books and manuscripts, of which there are over 200,000, are kept in cabinets of 
wonderfully rare woods. This is one of the most magnificent halls of the palace, and is 
220 feet long. 
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QALLERY OF STATUES. 



The Vatican is a treasure-house of the statuary and art of all ages. Most of the statues 
shown in this picture are very ancient, many dug from the ruins of the past. This part of 
the Vatican was once a summer house for the Popes. 
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QHAIR-BEARERS OF THE POPE. 

On great occasions the Pope is borne to the Sistine Chapel or St. Peter's in this golden 
chair. The bearers are seen waiting for His Holiness in the great Ducal Hall of the 
Vatican

There are between sixty and seventy of the guards, and all are members of the old 
nobility who jealously guard the privilege of this service.

As "Master of the Chamber" he held office under two Popes. The "Master of the 
Chamber " has charge of all audiences given by the Pope. 
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IJIS EMINENCE CARDINAL MERRY DEL VAL, PAPAL SECRETARY 
1 1 OF STATE. 

Cardinal Merry Del Val is of Spanish blood, but was bom in London in 1865. He be- 
came Italian Archbishop of Nicosia in 1 900, and Papal Secretary of State in October, 

1903, succeeding Cardinal B*ampolla. He was afterward created a cardinal. Cardinal 
Merry Del Val is shown at his desk in the Vatican. 
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$TATELY THRONE OF POPE PIUS X. 

In this magnificent room the Pope often receives pilgrims. The throne is gilded and up- 
holstered in red velvet. The table and pillars at the right are the gifts of kings. This 
throne is known as the Throne of the Fisherman.

Many previous Popes preferred to make little journeys like this in a state chair. Pope 
Pius X, however, is more democratic, and prefers to walk.

On this occasion the Pope wears the zuchetto and robe of white and a cape and stole of 
red, a symbolic color, signifying the power of the Holy Ghost, readiness for martyrdom, 
and royal power. Upon the shoe or slipper of the right foot is an embroidered golden 
cross.

Pope Pius X is the 256th Roman Pontiff. His name is Giuseppe (Joseph) Sarto. He was bom, of humble parents, June 2 
1835, at Riese, Italy. Ordained Priest Sept. 18, 1858. Made Canon and Chancellor of the Diocese of Treviso in 1875 
Bishop of Mantua in 1884, and a Cardinal and Patriarch of Venice in 1893. He was chosen Pope on Aug. 4, 1903. 
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1— IIS HOLINESS POPE PIUS X WITH MAGNIFICENT PAPAL 
1 1 CROWN AND KOBES OF STATE, GIVING HIS BLESSING 

This is the traditional and symbolic costume of the Pope. He wears the triple crown, or 
tiara, and the cape which has been worn by Pope after Pope for centuries. Its embroi' 
dery is beyond price. 
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j-JIS EMINENCE JAMES CARDINAL GIBBONS. 

Bom July 23, 1834, in Baltimore. Educated in Ireland. Returned to United States 1848. Ordained June 
30, 1861 . Vicar Apostolic of North Carolina. 1868. Appointed Coadjutor Archbishop of Baltimore May 
29. 1877. Became Archbishop, on death of Archbishop Bayley. in following October Received pallium 
Feb. 10, 1878. Created Cardinal Priest June 7, 1886. 
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j-JIS EMINENCE WILLIAM CARDINAL O'CONNELL 

Bom in Lowell, Mass., Dec. 8, 1859. Entered Boston College, and graduated in 1881 . Ordained, in Rome. June 8, 1884. 
Chosen Rector of American College at P*ome, 18%. Created by the late Pope Leo XIII a Domestic Prelate, with title of 
Monsignor, in 1897. In April, 1901, appointed Bishop of Portland, Me. Consecrated by Cardinal Satolli. in the Lateran 
Basilica. May 19, 1901 . First graduate of Boston College to be raised to the Episcopate. Sent as envoy to Mikado of Japan 
by Pope Pius X, 1905. On his return Pope Pius made him Coadiutor Archbishop of Boston, with right of succession (Feb. 
8. 1906). On the death of Archbishop Williams, on Aug. 30, 1907, he became Archbishop. Received pallium, in Holy 
Cross Cathedral, Boston, Jan. 29, 1908. Raised to rank of Cardinal Nov. 27, 191 1 
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J— JIS EMINENCE JOHN CARDINAL FARLEY. 

Bom Apr. 20, 1642, at Newtown, Hamilton, County Armagh. Ireland. Ordained Priest, in Rome, June 
1 1 , 1870. Secretary to Pope Leo XIII, with title of Monsignor. 1884, Vicar- General, Archdiocese of New 
York. 1891 Appointed Auxiliary Bishop of New York and Titular Bishop of Zeugma Dec. 21, 1895; 
Archbishop of New York, Sept. 15, 1902 : Assistant at Pontifical Throne Dec. 4. 1904. Raised to rank 
of Cardinal Nov. 27, 1911. 
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
